Waltor H. Sawyer, engineer of the 
Union Water FoWer Co., stated that 
he had perspnaUy found that such 
safeguards to navigation aro needed. 
Charles Grant of the upper Bam House 
said; he boats in. hip charge make 
three regular and many special trips 
lately, arid frequently are unable to 
leave the depot wharf before eight 
o'clock at night. Lewis Chadwick, 
steamboat captain, Said that some of 
the channels are narrow; and dangerous. 
The largest boat is 98 feet, the Berlin 
Mills Company's big towboat, tho 
largest passenger boat is 78 foot long 
and there art good numbers of others 
nearly as long. Four hundred dollars 
ought to bo ample money to provide 
buoys and ights for the season, Hon. 
John M. Taylor of South Portland, one 
of the state steamboat inspectors, cor¬ 
roborated the statements of tho previ¬ 
ous gentlemen. The bill proposed to 
put lights under the authority of the 
state steamboat inspectors, tho same as 
is done at Sobngo ftrid, Moosahead lakes. 
The buoys would be in place during 
the season of navigation, tho lights 
would be used from the first of Au¬ 
gust or thore-nbouts to tho closo of 
navigation. The lights would be large 
oil lanterns, similar to those now used 
for similar purposes. 

The committee has reported that leg 
islation is inexpedient for a chango in 
the Sunday hunting law. 

Tho reports of the majority and 
minority members of the University 
of Maine investigation commission 
have been presented. The majority re¬ 
port says that the University has been 
nine years conferring the bachelor of 
arts degree, and that ijio state is com¬ 
mitted to that policy, and also that 
the state is under obligation to give 
the University such a financial basis 
that it Will not bo obliged to come be¬ 
fore each session of the Legislature 
with pleas for funds. This is sigsed 
by Harry W. Davis, Frederick Hale’, 
Lincoln H. L'cwcomb and George E.
